Kodel Sweaters To Be Marketed 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 
KODEL, Tennessee Eastman’s polyester fiber, will make its 
debut in the sweater trade this fall in a group of men’s sweaters 
developed by Brentwood Sportswear of Philadelphia. The sweaters 
are knitted in a bulky rib construction of 50 percent spun Kodel 
and 50 percent wool. The garments come in a range of tone-on- 


tone heather effects and in boat 
neck as well as high V-neck 
models. 

The part Kodel, part wool 
yarn used in the sweaters was 
spun on the Bradford worsted 
system from 4.5 denier semi-dull 
Kodel tow having a total denier 


/ of 450,000 and territory grade 


wool. The wool component was 
stock dyed and then blended 
into top with the Kodel. Dyeing 
of the Kodel portion was accom- 


' plished by the skein dyeing pro- 


cedure, utilizing a disperse dye- 
stuff. The latter colors the Kodel 
and slightly stains the wool. 
Dyeing Phase 
Actually, dyeing of Kodel 
and wool blends can be done in 
either a one-or two-bath opera- 
tion using a disperse dye and 
carrier for the Kodel and a neu- 
tral metallized dye for the wool. 
The two-bath operation may 
give somewhat better fastness 
results, dyeing first the Kodel 
and then the wool. The disperse 
dye stuff stain on the latter is 


_ removed prior to the second 


| dye-bath stop. 

Although the Brentwood bul- 
kies represent the first Kodel- 
content sweaters to hit the mar- 
ket, the Eastman polyester fiber 
had earlier been introduced in 
knitted sport shirts. Currently, 
two Kodel-content knit shirts 


are being offered—a_ sweater- 


shirt knitted of 50 percent Ko- 
del and 50 percent combed cot- 
ton in an interlock pique con- 
struction and a cut-and-sew shirt 
of 55 percent Kodel and 45 per- 
cent Corval. The latter is a high- 
strength rayon fiber produced 
by Courtaulds (Alabama) Inc. 


The Kodel-Corval knit shirts 
come in heather effects. 
Ladies’ Knitwear 

Under study is the exten- 


sion of Kodel into the ladies’ 
sweater and knitted dress field. 
For both these knitwear prod- 
uct categories, the Tennessee 
Eastman polyester fiber is being 


' evaluated in blends with wool, 
cotton, 


rayon as well as other 
synthetic fibers. 


The Brentwood sweaters of 
Kodel and wool are claimed to 
have excellent dimensional sta- 
vility after washing, good ap- 
pearance and marked resilience 
and loft, and soft hand. The gar- 
ments too show uniquely strong 
resistance to pilling. This fea- 
ture of the sweaters is associated 
with Kodel’s relatively low 
toughness as compared with 
some of the other polyester 
fibers on the market. 

First introduced in Septem- 
ber, 1958, Kodel is now being 
turned out at somewhat enlarged 
pilot plant facilities in Kings- 
port, Tenn. However, a full pro- 
duction plant is expected to 
come on stream later this year 
having a rated capacity in ex- 
cess of 20 million pounds of 
fiber a year. Tennessee Eastman 
is a division of Eastman Kodak 
Co. and the fiber is marketed to 
the textile trade through East- 
man Chemical Products, Inc., a 
sales affiliate. 

The Tennessee Eastman poly- 
ester fiber is produced in both 
staple and tow form and is avail- 
able in 1.5, 3 and 4.5 deniers 
per filament in cut lengths suit- 
able for all of the conventional 
spinning systems. A new special 
2.25 denier has just been intro- 
duced. The fiber mes a low spe- 
cific gravity of 1.22, somewhat 
lower than that of other polyes- 
ter fibers. Its moisture absorp- 
tion, like all synthetic fibers, is 
quite low; it is rated at .2 per- 
cent. The fiber’s modulus of 
elasticity is roughly 30 grams 
per denier and its tensile 
strength averages 2.7 grams per 
denier. 

Kodel is one of four polyester 
fibers now on the market. The 
other fibers are Dacron, which 
is firmly entrenched in all 
branches of the textile field ex- 
cept the knitwear trade; Vycron, 
product of Beaunit Mills, Inc.; 
and Fortrel, produced by Fiber 
Industries, Inc.. a company 
jointly owned by Celanese Cor- 
poration of America and Im- 


perial Chemical Industries, Ltd., 
a British chemical combine. 

Work on developing Kodel- 
content yarns for the knitted 
outerwear and knitted yard- 
goods trades has been assigned 
to four yarn processors. Bur- 
lington Mills is evaluating the 
polyester fiber in various blend 
proportions with wool on the 
Bradford system; Deering, Milli- 
ken is assessing it in blends with 
wool on the woolen spinning 
system; Aberfoyle Mfg. Co. is 
developing yarns of Kodel and 
cotton produced on the cotton 
system; and J. P. Stevens is 
evaluating it in blends with 
other synthetic fibers on virtual- 
ly all the spinning systems. 

In addition to Kodel, Ten- 
nessee Eastman also manufac- 
tures Chromspun, a _ solution- 
dyed acetate yarn; Estron, an 
acetate filament yarn and Verel, 
a modacrylic fiber. Utilization 
of the latter by the knitting in- 
dustry is in the form of 50/50 
blends with cotton for cut-and- 
sew knit shirts and underwear 
and high-pile knitted fabrics. 
In the latter, Verel is used in 
both the face and back of this 
fur-like material. 

Kodel, since its introduction, 
has come down somewhat in 
price. The current price sched- 
ule is $1.33 for 1.5 denier in 
semi-dull and $1.44 for 3 and 
4.5 deniers, semi-dull. Solution- 
dyed black is priced at $1.68 for 
the 1.5 denier and $1.79 for 
the 3 and 4.5 deniers. 


Prices Established 
On Fortrel Fiber 


Prices of Fortrel polyester 
staple fiber and tow were an- 
nounced by Celanese Fibers Co., 
which is marketing the fiber in 
the United States. 

Fortrel staple fiber prices are: 
$1.26 per pound for 1.5 denier; 
$1.36 for 3 denier, and $1.31 
each for 4.5 dneier and 6 denier. 
Staple lengths of 114 inches, 2 
inches and 3 inches are available. 
Fortrel tow is priced at: $1.36 
each for 1.5 denier and 3 denier 
and $1.31 for 4.5 denier and 6 
denier.

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Full-Fashioned Knitting 


How To Produce Lace Effects In Sweater Manufacture

DESPITE the slowing down in output that lacing entails, its 
potential usefulness and the exclusiveness of the effects it can 
produce give it a place of unique importance in the field of full- 
fashioned knitting. For a description of a modern lacing attachment 
the reader is referred to the June 9, 1958, issue of KNITTED 
OUTERWEAR TIMES. The de- 
scription covers the Bentley- 
Cotton attachment as it was at 
that time, with chain control 
mechanism. It can be accepted 
as typical of the mechanisms 
available to manufacturers in the 
form of modern equipment, but 
there are machines still in use 
that incorporate movable point 
mechanisms, some of which have 
a lacing point to every needle 
with jacquard mechanism to se- 
lect the points that are to be 
used at each lacing course. 


within the interval between the 
fashioning fingers. When lacing 
is required to cover the whole 
length of a garment part, the 
points must be confined within 
the limits between the fashioning 
fingers where the part is narrow- 
est but the points can be more 
widely distributed when lacing 
is confined to body areas below 
the armholes. Either of the rods 
can be turned manually about 
its Own axis to put its points out 
of action at any time during 
knitting. 

When the cam shaft of the 
machine is shogged to the right, 
supposing that both lacing rods 
are in Operative positions, all the 
lacing points cover the needles 
that lie below them and, along 
with the fashioning points, re- 
ceive loops from the needles. 


This type of movable point 
jacquard mechanism affords 
unique facilities for the develop- 
ment of floral lace designs, 
which are outside the scope of 
this article. 

Uses Two Rods 

The Bentley - Cotton lacing 
attachment comprises two inde- 
pendently controlled lacing rods 
which can be equipped with 
points, and where desired, 
ratchet wheels. There are two 


A separate screw spindle is 
provided for each lacing rod and 
each spindle can be actuated 
independently of the other 
through the agency of pawls and

ratchet wheels to each spindle. 
Two pawls and two bluff plates 
are associated with each of 
the ratchet wheels. The func- 
tion of control insofar as lacing 
is concerned, is to decide how 
the points move while they hold 
the loops and again, during the 
same course, how they move 
after the loops have been trans- 
ferred back on to the needles. 
Card Control 

The latest development in 
connection with lacing with the 
Bentley-Cotton attachment is 
punched card control. The 
lacing chain has been replaced 
by a card system which, besides 
using electronic counters to de- 
termine the number of courses, 
fashionings and the fashioning 
frequencies, and mechanical 
means for racking the movement 
control shaft and initiating other 
movements, comprising 21 col- 
umns altogether, has an addi- 
tional 17 columns for control of 
the lacing movements. Holes in 
one of the 17 columns effect a 
master control by cancelling all 
existing selections and enabling 
new ones to be made. There are 
eight columns for determining 
the loop-transferring movements 
of the two lacing rods—four for 
each rod—and another eight for

determining the repositioning 
movements. 

Thus, the sixteen controls are 
subdivided into four groups of 
four, each group of four com- 
prising columns to control (1) 
single needle movement to the 
right; (2) single needle move- 
ment to the left; (3) movement 
across two needle spaces to the 
right, and (4) movement across 
two needle spaces to the left. 

As circumstances may de- 
mand, lacing can take place in 
conjunction with or independ- 
ently of fashioning. One tow on 
the card suffices for any number 
of consecutive dipping motions 
provided that they involve identi- 
cally the same lacing and/or 
fashioning movements and take 
place at equal intervals of 
knitted courses. For most pur- 
poses in connection with lacing, 
however, the length of card re- 
quired is too long to allow the 
open end type to be used and 
cards have to be made up into 
endless bands. 

The designing scope of the 
Bentley-Cotton lacing  attach- 
ment and other fixed point 
mechanisms is governed to a 
certain extent by mechanical 
limitations but chiefly by eco-

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nomic considerations. To men- 
tion an extreme example almost 
any figure design could be pro- 
duced by using a single point on 
each rod and making as many 
dipping motions after every 
knitted course as there are loops 
to be transferred by each point. 
Granted that the practical possi- 
bility of dipping several times 
during consecutive revolutions of 
the machine does exist, it is 
obvious that this non-productive 
procedure can take place only 
at infrequent intervals. 
Types of Designs 

Bearing in mind the need for 
maintaining output at a reason- 
able level while remembering 
that lacing can now be done at 
the rate of about 50 dips per 
minute, different kinds of de- 
signs involving the transference 
of needle loops are producible 
in accordance with (a) the 
arrangement of points on the two 
lacing rods, (b) whether loops 
are transferred over one or two 
needles, (c) how the points are 
repositioned after each lacing 
course, and (d) the frequency of 
occurrence of the lacing courses. 

Insofar as arrangement of 
points on the two lacing rods is 
concerned, they can be placed 
where desired on both rods, each 
rod being fitted with either one 
or two wide point bars or any 
number of narrow fingers one or 
two inches wide. Cranked points 
on one rod can be fitted between 
straight points on the other, but 
the straight and cranked points 
cannot cross. A bar equipped 
with a micro switch automatic- 
ally limits the lateral movements 
ot the rods to prevent the bars

upon the stitch length and the 
kind and count of yarn used. 
or fingers on either rod from 
colliding with the fashioning 
blocks or with each other. 


Basic Lace Effects 


Traditional lace designs con- 
sist of loop transfer movements 
over one needle by means of 
points which are separated from 
one another by at least two 
needle spaces. When lacing takes 
place the needles from which 
loops are removed are left empty 
and at the next knitting course 
these needles receive new yarn 
to form loops each of which 
assumes an inverted V shape so 
that a hole appears in the fabric. 


The two lacing rods can transfer 
loops in opposite directions, thus 
offering an opportunity for mak- 
ing extra large holes by empty- 
ing two adjoining needles at the 
same lacing course as in the 
structure depicted in Fig. |. By 
making two consecutive lacing 
courses the two adjoining needles 
can be emptied when only one 
rod is in use. A necessary condi- 
tion when two adjoining needles 
are emptied in this way is that 
something shall be done to en- 
sure that before many courses 
have been knitted, each is form- 
ing its own loop again. One 
means of achieving this result is 
to transfer a separate loop to 
each of them. 


Fig. | shows an all-over lace 
effect in which alternate pairs of 
needles are emptied at intervals 
of every two knitted courses. 
Assuming that both lacing rods 
are in use, one lacing course is 
made after every two knitted 
courses and each rod has one 
point situated above every fourth 
needle. By using pairs of points 
and transferring loops over two 
needle spaces there is the possi- 
bility of extending holes over 
four wales on this principle. 

An entirely different kind of 
effect is obtainable by providing 
a point to every second needle, 
taking the loops from the needles 
and transferring them two needle 
spaces sideways. In this case the 
needle emptied by one point is 
supplied with a loop by another 
and thus a solid structure is de- 
veloped as depicted in Fig. 2. 
When the direction of loop trans- 
ference is towards right and left 
alternately and lacing takes place 
at intervals of every four knitted 
courses, a simulated cable is de- 
veloped. At every lacing course 
loops are taken from odd needles 
and transferred to odd needles, 
the loops on even needles being 
left undisturbed. No needles are 
empty when the lacing action 
has taken place, except at the 
extremities of the fabric. 

Loop Displacement 

An important principle of 
lacing is that of group displace- 
ment of needle loops, which is 
the action on which wale fash- 
ioning is based. The principle 
is exemplified in a very simple 
manner in Fig. 3. Three points 
situated above adjacent needles

transfer loops over one needle 
space alter course | has been 
knitted, thus emptying the needle 
in position replenishing 
needles in positions B and C 
and providing the needle in po- 
sition D with two loops. The 
lacing rod, having moved over 
one needle space to the right 
during loop transferring, remains 
in this position while course 2 
is knitted and then transfers 
loops over one needle space to 
the right again, emptying the 
needle in position B and provid- 
ing the needle in position E with 
two loops. Having now moved 
over another needle space to the 
right, the lacing rod remains in 
this position while course 3 is 
knitted and then makes a third 
transferring movement towards 
the right to empty the needle in 
position C and _ provide the 
needles in position F with two 
loops. The two additional lacing 
movements empty the needle in 
position C and provide the 
needle in position F with two 
loops, this result being achieved 
by moving the lacing rod one 
needle space to the left after it 
has made its lacing movement 
following knitted courses 3 and 
4. In this way a very large 
variety of lace and wale-defiec- 


tion designs are producible. 

In addition to the available 
scope as outlined above for de- 
veloping openwork, simulated 
cable and racked wale effects in 
self-color, fixed point lacing 
mechanisms can develop designs 
on foundations of intarsia work 
and horizontal striping. Special 
effects in stitch and color, such 
as that illustrated in Fig. 4, are 
obtainable by displacing groups 
of loops in a fabric which has 
some courses knitted in one 
color and others in a different 
color. The fabric shown in Fig. 
4 has two courses of fancy yarn 
following every six courses of 


we 


ground yarn. The points in each 
lacing bar are arranged in 
groups of 15 and the two bars 
make lacing movements in oppo- 
site directions after every two 
knitted courses, moving back to 
their original positions after loop 
transferring has taken place. The 
loop transferring actions cause 
double loop stitches to appear 
in alternate courses at one ex- 
tremity of each group, the groups 
being so arranged that these 
double loop stitches occur in 
adjacent wales. At the other ex- 
tremity of each group there is a 
wale consisting of a line of holes. 
When this openwork feature is 


not required, the holes can be 
filled by making use of two half- 
points with each group, one to 
expand a loop so that it passes 
round the emptied needle and 
the other to expand the adjoining 
loop of the same course to break 
up the two needle stitch thus 
formed so that each needle will 
make a separate wale when knit- 
ting is resumed. 

Fig. 5 illustrates the use of 
fixed point lacing with two inde- 
pendently controlled rods to 
develop an effect for a “cut 
fashioned” neck, the neck open- 
ing being actually cut to shape 
after the garment pieces have 
been looped and seamed together. 

Lacing is done after each knit- 
ted course by a group of seven 
points on each rod. The points 
transfer loops over one needle 
space five times in succession 
without making any reposition- 
ing movements, but after every 
sixth lacing movement they are 
displaced three needle spaces in 
the direction opposite to that in 
which lacing is taking place. The 
V-shape is developed by moving 
the two rods in opposite direc- 
tions at each lacing course. 

Fig. 6 illustrates lace motifs 
each of which is produced by 
means of one point, every hole 
involving a separate dipping 
motion. 


Synthetic Fiber Developments 


TEXTRALIZED ANTRON YARNS FOR SWEATERS 

TEXTURED yarns of Antron, DuPont's new tri-lobal filament 
nylon yarn, may soon be available to sweater knitters. The tri- 
lobal yarn in texturized form is said to produce a somewhat super- 
ior knitted garment than is currently being turned out with tex- 
tured conventional nylon filament. The advantages become evident 


both in performance and ap- 
pearance. Not only do sweaters 
knitted of textured Antron yarn 
have better drape, improved 
resilience and recovery, but 
they also tend to be less picky. 
The handle is somewhat silkier 
and the luster more attractive. 


Antron tri-lobal nylon, like 
the regular nylon now being 
used in textured yarn sweaters 
can be modified on virtually all 
of the conventional texturizing 
systems. It is an especially good 
candidate for the Textralized 
(Ban-Lon) crimping method. 


This new textured yarn is ex- 
pected to be employed first in 
the men’s wear field where a 
number of knitters are planning 
(0 use it in full-fashioned sweat- 
er-shirts. 


Knitting and other handling 
procedures for textured Antron 
are the same as for modified 
conventional nylon. On_ full- 
fashioned as well as circular 
sweater - strip machinery, An- 
tron has to be knitted with an 
allowance for shrinkage which 
is roughly the same as that 
which is currently standard for 
regular nylon filament. 

Dyeing is carried out in 
much the same way either in 
continuous sweater-strips or in 
assembled garment form for 
full-fashioned sweaters. The 
colors obtained on Antron knits 
are said to possess somewhat 
better clarity than shades which 
are produced on regular nylon. 
Thermosetting is still required 
prior to dyeing. 


First introduced earlier this 
year, Antron is the result of a 
number of years of research in 
DuPont laboratories on cross- 
sectional changes in fiber. An- 
tron is not turned out from a 
different polymer from conven- 
tional nylon, rather it is the 
result of a physical change in 
the fiber brought about by the 
different way in which the fiber 
is drawn and spun. 

In addition to Antron, knit- 
ters interested in working with 
textured filament yarns may al- 
so be able to select another Du- 
Pont tri-lobal product, textured 
filament Type 62 Dacron. One 
prominent throwster is current- 
ly evaluating such a yarn on 
one of the twisting and untwist- 
ing procedures. The hand of 
type 62 Dacron is also quite 
silky. In sweaters and sweater- 
shirts it can be used either 


alone or in combination with 
Antron for contrast color ef- 
fects.

Classic Lines Dominate Koret’s Fall Knit Collection

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — The wearability and versatility of 
knits is dramatized in the new line of fall styles just introduced by 
Koret of California. Dresses, skirts, pants, and tops of all kinds 
are offered in a wide variety of textures. Fiber emphasis is on cot- 
ton with attention also given to a wool-cotton mixture and 100 


percent wool. Colors stress the 
muted autumn tones in wonder- 
ful shades and interesting com- 
binations. 

In styling, as is usual with 
Koret, classic, clean lines and 
smart, good taste are used in 
interpreting the latest fashion 
trends. Sleeves and necklines 
come in for particular attention 
with many dolman and some 
flair, funnel and kimona sleeves 
in evidence. Collars include cres- 
cent, crew, boat, and cowl 
necks, portrait, placket, and 
wing types. 

Coordinated Costumes 

Wide coordination is possible 
since each knit group is offered 
in both solid colors and multi- 
colored effects or surface in- 


terest fabrics mated with the 
plain. A number of styles are 
repeated in more than one 
group. 

Outstanding among the offer- 
ings is a cobblestone jersey of 
70 percent virgin wool, 30 per- 
cent cotton, which is packaged 
with an all-wool Woodside jer- 
sey. In the cobblestone construc- 
tion, styles include a slim skirt 
with a seven-inch back zipper, 
back kick pleat, and seat lining 
of taffeta; a boatnecked cropped 
top with three-quarter dolman 
sleeves; a funnel sleeved jacket 
with dropped shoulders and a 
five button closing; and tapered 
leg reed pants. 

In Woodside jersey, the same 
slim skirt and reed pants are 


offered along with a swing box- 
pleat skirt which has a self fab- 
ric waistband, a side zipper clos- 
ing, and unstitched pressed 
pleats. 

Tops and Dresses 


In addition, there are four 
tops and three dresses. The for- 
mer consists of a suiter knit- 
mate, rib trimmed at its high 
round neckline, with short dol- 
man sleeves; a waistliner col- 
lared cardigan with three-quar- 
ter dolman sleeves; a rib, cowl 
collared top; also with three- 
quarter dolman sleeves; and a 
classic, button-down shirt with 
gold buttons, set-in rolled 
sleeves, and soft shirring off the 
back yoke. 

Dresses of Woodside jersey 
provide a variety of styling and 
demonstrate graphically the 
wonderful fashion potential of 
this knit fabric. A boatnecked 
model has short set-in sleeves, 
a self fabric belt, and rib trim 


at the neck and accenting the 
pocket flaps which start at the 
waistline. A portrait collar with 
welt stitching distinguishes a 
second dress which also boasts 
three-quarter set-in sleeves, 
double breasted gold buttons, 
and a self fabric belt with a 
gold buckle. The concluding 
number in this dress group has 
a convertible collar which may 
be buttoned high or worn open. 

Colors in the jersey are 
black, redwood, wood moss, 
and bone. Most Koret dresses, 
skirts, and pants have an elastic 
insert at the waist for trim fit. 

Indian Knits 


Another important group, 
this one in cotton, is made up 
of Sequoia knits in a nubby 
surfaced fabric which is teamed 
with Sequoia plaids in beauti- 
ful muted tones. In solids, the 
colors are black, redwood, and 
forest green; in plaids, red-

cock, cheddar and black. 

In the Sequoia collection, the 
slim skirt is repeated and three 
tops are presented. Plaid trim 
is used on two of the jackets. It 
appears on the collar of a 
waistliner which has three- 
quarter dolman sleeves and a 
five button closing. The collar 
of this style is designed so it 
may be tucked under to be- 
come the conventional cardi- 
gan neckline. 

Plaid trim is also used in the 
placket insert and wing collar 
of another top, this one having 
short, set-in sleeves and a sim- 
ple hem finish on the sleeves 
and bottom. The third knitmate 
is a classic, round necked top 
with short dolman sleeves and 
a back zipper at the neckline. 

Reed pants and two jacket 
dresses round out the solid Se- 
quoia knits. Each dress is of 
solid with a jacket of plaid. 
One has a sleeveless jacket top- 
ping a slim skirted dress with 
a convertible collar which may 
be worn buttoned high or open. 
The second outfit, the Summit 
dress, also is slim in line and 
classic in styling with short 


sleeves and a self fabric belt. 
The jacket for this design is a 
tuxedo model which has dol- 
man sleeves and bias cut plaid 
outlining the front. 

The Sequoia plaid knits in- 
troduces two skirts — a slim, 
style with a bias cut Elastikord 
waistband and back zipper and 
a perfect at-home fashion fea- 
turing soft pleating and a side 
zipper. 

Among the tops, the Sequoia 
plaids are used for a_ flair 
sleeved “suiter knitmate” with 
rib trimming its round neckline: 
a kimona sleeved model with 
2 x 2 jumbo rib trim at the 
high round neckline; and a 
waistline cardigan boasting rib 
trim at the neck and down the 
front of the five bution closing, 
three - quarter length dolman 
sleeves; and a jacket with a 
tailored, rib trimmed collar, and 
three button closing. 

Cotton Group 

The extensive line inciudes i 
number of other knit groups, 
all of cotton. These are: wicker 
knits in solid mated with two 
tone wickers; solid color Re- 
dondo knits — a fine, ribbed 
fabric with the flat Italian knit 
look — packaged to go with a 


leaf jacquard; solid color, 
heathery looking Franciscan 
Firelights teamed with a fine 
ribbed Cosmopolitan Stripe; 
and a popcorn knit in solid and 
stripe. 

Koret’s earlier fall line intro- 
duced a few weeks ago, presents 
a number of skillfully inter- 
coordinated package sportswear 
groups. Where many of these 
styles are in firm fabrics, the 
various packages highlight a 
wide variety of knit sweaters as 
well as a knit skirt which is 
styled to be worn with any one 
of a dozen tops. 

The emphasis in sweaters is 
on bulkies and brushed fabrics 
with both waist length and long 
line designs coming in for at- 
tention. Among the fibers used 
are: an Australian lamb’s wool; 
a blend of 75 percent wool, 25 
percent angora_ rabbit hair; 
fleece knits; bulkies in a two- 
tone brick stitch, in a shaker 
stitch, and in a rice stitch; and a 
Nordic jacquard, plus a collec- 
tion of nub knits.

Kent said, was being injured and 
threatened with additional in- 
jury through prospective tariff 
cuts on wool items on the bar- 
gaining list which include knit 
cloth and certain wool knits.

BOSTON, Mass. — Knitwear 
bookings were steady and tor 
venerous quantities at the East- 
om Travelers infants’ and Chil- 
gren’s Wear Show at the Statler 
from June 5-9. 

A set of cotton knit cavalry 
shirts, by Donmoor-tsaacson, 
inc.. has a dual look of the mili- 
tary and the West. These have 
4 double breasted placket with 
wo rows of three buttons, and 
jong sleeves and straight waist. 

This firm also had shawl col- 
lar shirts with a one button neck 
fasten in all-over plaids of red 
and gray, green and brown, and 
olue and olive. Tweed, pin stripe 
and jacquard patterns were used 
for a set of shirts to be worn 
weked in or out. These had five 
metallic buttons down the front 
and the collars were decorated 
with an inch of meshing on 
which there were a pair of black 
and white embossed stripes on 
basic shades of olive, powder 
blue, and gold. The cuits, folded 
smug, were fastened by two me- 
iallic buttons. 

Bob Pollack, representing the 
Donmoor-Isaacson line, said 
that one of his fastest moving 
elections was a jersey pullover 
shirt with a two button placket 
and fashioned collar with a two- 
color stripe trim. These were of- 
fered in gold, olive and red with 
4 black and white trim; in tan 
wih a brown and white trim 
and in black with a red and 
white trim. An eagle design 
worked in three colors decorated 
the chest. 

Jacquard patterns have been 
used extensively in brushed wool 
and mohair, brushed orlon and 
il-wool sweaters made by Pick- 
wick Knitting Mills. Mixtures 
of gold and gray with white 
and olive have been used in a 
deep chevron design for a set of 
crew necks, and an all-over ar- 
wle pattern, combining the 
‘ame shades, has been made up 
in lap-over boatnecks and class- 
cardigan styles 

One waist-length olive cardi- 
san of Orion has five metal but- 
‘ons. The hem and cuffs are of 
hunter green set off by bands of 
lack, white and yellow jac- 
quard. A deep jacquard panel 
of black, white, olive and gold is 
‘so used on the shoulders and 
across the chest. 


Another Orlon cardigan has 
a jacquard band extending from 
eacn side of the collar to a point 
under the arms. The fabric con- 
sists of fine ribbing and rick- 
iacxing with fine rip treatment 
running horizontally on the 
shaw! collar and button band. 
this comes in basic colors of 
biue, gold, oxford and olive. 

One all-wool, bulky pullover, 
was made up of rick-racking 
with panels of loose cable stitch- 
ing down the sides and center, 
on top of the sleeves and in a 
two-inch band across the front 
of the shoulders. The hem and 
cuffs were edged in black on a 
red sweater and black was used 
on the inside of the hood and 
shawl collar. This style also 
came in various arrangements of 
black, gold, oxford, red, white, 
hunter green and olive. 

One of the first applications 
of the new plum or grape shades 
appeared in the Knitown Togs 
line. Ted Curtin, representing 
the firm, said that the shade was 
going well in the older sizes. 
Aside from one crew neck of 
brushed Orlon, the shade is gen- 
crally used as trim. 

On one two-in-one saffron 
puliover style, a stripe of plum 
is used with white to separate 
backstitch panels of extending 
horizontally from the ribbing. 

Knitown also has sweaters 
paterned after the Crown Col- 
ony type, said to have been or- 
iginally handmade and imported 
from Hong Kong. This style, 
designed for ladies, has been 
adopted by teen agers and now 
appears in infant sizes. The 
body is made up of twisted em- 
bossed cable stripes extending 
vertically and is trimmed with 
six British coin buttons plus 
two smaller buttons on ‘the 
stand-up collar. 

Napped and sheared fabrics 
are said to be very popular, and 
Knitown has used this plushy 
material for fine crew neck pull- 
overs of solid shades of sage 
green, saffron, honey and stone 
blue and also for a line of infant 
cardigans of white with pastel 
trims down the scalloped button 
band and on the edge of the 
Peter Pan collars. 

Novel sleeve treatment has 
been used on a selection of polo 
blouses, available in cheddar 
and sage green. These are three- 
quarter straight sleeves which 
may be rolled back to form a 
short cuffed sleeve. Hairline

GLASGOW, Scotland (Via 
Scottish Amalgamated Trade 
News Agency) — Knitted two- 
piece and three-piece suits are 
being launched successfully in 
Britain for Autumn wear. Double 
jersey fabrics are the most popu- 
lar, warm enough for fall, yet 
light enough to allow cold 
weather use under a topcoat. In 


many of the newer offerings, the 
skirt is a basic item, with scope 
for alternative matching tops. 

In the early showings, top and 
skirt have been offered as a com- 
plete outfit, but prospects are 
that multi-top sets will emerge 
as the season goes on. Elasticized 
waistlines are being employed to 
give maximum fitting, with mini- 
mum stock and to eliminate al- 
terations. Skirts are normally 
self-colored, but tops are check- 
ed, patterned and otherwise va- 
ried.
